O., Aug. 4.— The | 
at the penitentiary chapel Is vacant 
Rev James M. Trifflt, who has fiUed 
that position since the beginning erf th* 
new administration, tendered his resig- 
nation Wednesday evening and accepted 
a coll to private life. 

A startling sensation lies lwhind 
Chaplain TrtfflC- resignation. The 
reverend gentleman, who was supposed 
to t>e the very embodiment of all that 
is pnre, holy and righteous, has fallen 
from grace. 

If the charge* filed against him and 
supported by strong testimony are true, 
the chaplain has loved not wisely, but 
too well During the absence of his 
wife Mr. TrifBt is said to ha reconverted 
the parsonage into a house of assignation 
and while thus enjoying the pleasures 
of his great sin he forgot to pull down 
the Minds. It was as long ago as early 
in July that rusiars ,W- rogatory to the 
reputation of Chaplain TrilBt reached 
the ears of Warden JameA The warden 
was too much surprised to believe that 
the stories were true, for they included 
charges of the most astonishing nature. 

Since Mr* TrlfTR's absence the tongue 
of gossip has been wagging freely about 
the ministerial household The neigh- 
bors have seen persons entering the 
house at an hour en unseasonable as to 
be highly suspicious, and the neigh- 
tmrs seem to have known for many 
weeks what the public learns this 

Mrs. William C Shepherd, who Uvea 
opposite to the Trifflt residence, sayw 
that she has known for some time that 
there was a scandal brewing in the- 
chaplain's private life. "The first time 
I wcr noticed anything," said she, 
"was the night before Me- 
morial day. I waa in my room, the 
windows ot which are directly op» 
posite and on a level wtth those of Mr. 
TrifBt, when 1 looked across the street 
and sj«- him with a woman. The shut- 
ters were closed, Uie imwable slats be- 
ing open, but a bright light was burn- 
ing in the room. From that date up 
until last Monday morning I have seen 
the same woman enter his house at dif- 
ferent honrs during the day and night. 
When my husband and I retired Sunday
